As many of the patients as can do so pay $8 per 
week towards their support irt £s«»nyrest, but many are ut- 
terly unable to pay a cent, and, if Sunnyrest did not offer 
them asyhim. there would be no place for them, until 
merciful death should come, save th* utterly inadequate 
and entirely unsuitable county poor farm. 


There are young men and women at Sunnyrest to- 


day, cultured, refined, clean-living young people, who will 
become strong and able citizens because of the help they 
'are.now.receiving, but who, except for that help, would

They are poor, they are now dependent, but it's not be- 
cause they were improvident; it's because of the terrible

"There has not come to the knowledge of the trus- 
tees a single instance of a person's coming to the com- 
munity with the intention of entering the sanatorium. 
More than half of the patients had been in the city longer 
than a year at the time of making application."

tablished Sunnyrest. Enough money was secured to erect 
the comfortable, homelike building, and to keep the home 
nmning for two years and a half.

Th«y ihot a blast on 


great danger to their own lives, 


SLIDES ENTIRELY N1SW FEATUEE 


The slides were an entirely new, unsuspected 


and vexatious feature of the Culehra cut. for the 
French never dug deep enough in the score of years 
they gave to the job to cnuse any sliding of the side?. 
The Culebra cut was the- only section of their pro- 
posed canal on which the French did any work after 
1889, when the first failure occurred. In 3904, when 
the Onited States took over the canal and the French 
equipment, the Culebra cut looked as if the French 
had done nothing. 


Kven in the places where they had dug the 


deepest the channel was so narrow and the \egeta- 
tion so thick that there were scarcely any visible 
traces of what they had done. The maximum of 


excavation by the French was 3H,000 cubic 
yards a month, which is 30 per cent less 
than the American diggers took out in a 
single day in the nit. 


It is interesting to read the accounts 


of the day. February 1, 1882, when the 
French began work on Culebra pit. There

could have done little better had they been 
compelled to get along with the French 
equipment. 
Not only in the act mil exca 


vating but aNo iu the matter of disposing 
of tlie spoil from the cut were the French 
equipment and methods inadequate. Kven 
with mipro\ed machinery it was not until 
Colonel (roethals looV charge of the job in 
April, 1!K)7. that really rapid progress was 
made in digging out Mie cut. 


When Colonel Goethals went down to 


see if an-army engineer with semimilitaiy 
system could do what two civilians had 
failed to do the country bad begun to los*> 
faifh in the canal job. OxJonel Goethals 
felt that the first thing to bo done wajs to 
restore the confidence of congress and the 
people of the I'nited States ill the ca- 
pability of the canal workers and that to 
accomplish this end he Tnimt manage some,, 
how to "make the dirt fly." 


By establishing the principle of com- 


petition between shovels, by reorganising 
the transportation methods 
for getting 


the spoil out .of the cut and by eliminat- 
ing all red tape wliicb was blocking the 


actual work of digging, Colonel Goethals began to 
get results. Bearing in mind that he arrived ou the 
job in April, 19071 the following record of excava- 
tion' by years: shows what was done:

the last few rears will remember the apparent end- 
less confusion of railroad tracks in the cut. Yet it 
was this mass of railroad transportation 
that made possible the amazingly rapid digging 
the cut. What seemed to be a tangle of tracks and 
trains was really one of the most efficient systemf 
itt the world, which has established n new set of 
records for the handling of heavy traffic. 


The canal builders used in the cut an average 


of 7o trains a day, all going all the time. Each traia 
was usually made up of 21 flat carp, each car hat- 
ing a capacity of about 19 cubic yards of opoil, weigh- 
ing roughly about M tons.. The haul for each train 
in carrying spoil away from the shovSta to the dumps 
averaged eight miles. One hundred and nineteen 
Jo«*uru)tives and 'J,000 cars, most of them unloaded 
by the Lidgerwood scraper^ were in constant use all 
the time in the cut. 


-There were 37 miles of track in th^ nine mile 


cut, while in the entire central division, over which, 
the cut spoil had to be hauled, there were more than 
132.7 miles. 
The traffic on this mileage has ex- 


ceeded that of the Panama railroad, which carries 
the heaviest traffic a mile of any railroad in the, 
world. The tonnage a mile a month on the working 
tracks for the cut has been 10,610.$ tons. 


In the handling of thn traffic there were em- 


ployed »1,923 men, of which 384 were highly skilled 
employee whose wages averaged $210 a month, gold. 
This was snid to have been the largest force com- 
manding such high wages employed in am one d"- 
partment of work in all the world. The track shift- 
ing force was accustomed to lay a mile of track each 
day, constant shifting being always iwessary l>e« 
cause of slides and excavation to lower levels.

this phase of the work alone the Panama workers in,' 
Cnlebra cut established a new record by means of ;\ 
special type of machine invented on the canal. 


SLIDES INTERFERE WITH TRAFFIC 


With the concentration of the heavy digging in 


the nit down to a strip three miles long and then Ji 
mile and a half long; the transportation problem* 
were intensified.
